The Lompoc City Council voted 3-1 last night to raise the city's tax 
rate 44 cents to $1.88 per $100 assessed valuation in order to help raise 
$1,922,174 for the 1970-71 fiscal year. 
The increase in the tax rate includes 25 cents, up to $l for the 
general fund; three cents, up to 18 cents for the library fund, and 18 
cents, up to 50 cents tor city employe retirem ent purposes. The old tax 
rate had been at $1.25 per $100 asse.ssed valuation for the past five 
vears. 


Councilwoman Charlotte Benton 
was the only one to vote against the 
large tax hike. She said a rai.se was 
necessary but she wanted to hold it 
to 28 cents for a total of $1.50. 
Mrs. Benton agreed with several 
people in the audience when .she said 
a 44 cent city tax raise added to a 50 
cent or 80 cent hike planned by the 
county would send total taxes for 
Lompoc propertv owners over $10 
per $100 asses.sed valuation.

South’s play had been a 
pretty good one. He had to 
lose two finesses and run up 
against a 4-2 break in hearts 
but there was a play that 
offered a better chance of 
success. 
South should have played 
his ace of hearts at trick 
two and continued with the 
queen. It wouldn’t m ake any 
difference what West did at 
this point. Suppose he led a 
trum p. South would win with 
d u m m y ’s king and ruff a 
heart. Then he would get 
back to dum m y by ruffing 
his sm all club with the ace 
of trum ps, lead and ruff a 
fourth heart. This play would 
have set up d u m m y ’s last 
heart for a diamond discard 
and m ade the finesse un­ 
necessary. 
Why was this play better 
than the one tried by South? 
Because it would 
succeed 
against 3-3 or a 4-2 break in 
hearts. The play South tried 
would only succeed if hearts 
broke 3-3 or if the finesse 
worked.

I his letter is to express 
my feelings on the Lompoc- 
Harris Grade. I have lived 
in Lompoc 
since 
1919. 
I 
cam e with my parents via 
Lompoc-Harris 
grade 
by 
horse and buggy. At that 
time the road was just east 
of the present grade and if 
you dare to look east of this 
road you can still see the old 
road. 


The present grade was 
built in the early 1920's. It 
has always been dangerous 
to travel. I will mention a 
few 
instances

have 
raised my hair and I will 
never forget them.

In Computer Course

A friend of ours has in­ 
vented what he calls “the 
matchbook test” for con­ 
sumer caution. His theory is 
this: If something is adver­ 
tised on matchbook covers, 
watch out. 
He makes an exception for 
restaurants, but warns par­ 
ticularly against those who 
use this medium to peddle 
small loans, life insurance 
or no-m o ne y - d o wn auto 
sales. 
He may have something. 
Computer schools are going 
in heavily for matchbook 
advertising, and t h e r e is 
reason to believe that many 
such schools are not all they 
ought to be. 
There are some 1.000 com­ 
puter schools in the United 
States, and about 80 of them 
are accredited by agencies 
that insist on adequate edu­ 
cational standards. A like 
number are still trying for 
accreditation. 
The quality of the rest is 
anybody’s guess. 
One outspoken expert has 
even suggested that three- 
quarters of them ought to be 
shut down for failing to do 
an adequate job. The com­ 
plaint is a common one. 
Sometimes s t u d e n t s have 
been the victims of out-and- 
out f r a u d . They’ve been 
high-pressured into paying 
for expensive courses, only 
to discover later that the 
school was shut down and 
the operators gone. 
More typical, however, is 
the school that offers com­ 
puter courses of question­ 
able value. In this area, the 
difficulties are many and 
varied. 
Some schools are inade­ 
quately equipped. The m a­ 
c h i n e r y involved in data 
processing is expensive, so 
many must skimp. Their 
computers may be ancient 


ana outdated. Or they may 
not have any at all, relying 
on o c c a s i o n a l rental of 
someone else’s machines. 
Other schools aren’t prop­ 
erly staffed, with too few in­ 
structors, and suspect'quali­ 
fications for those who do 
exist. Textbooks are often 
inadequate, outdated or non­ 
existent. 
Perhaps more important 
than the staff and its physi­ 
cal equipment is the kind of 
material t a u g h t . Schools 
have been found teaching 
concepts and approaches of 
little practical value to po­ 
tential employers of its stu­ 
dents. 
The National Better Busi­ 
ness Bureau issues a pam­ 
phlet that every prospective 
c o m p u t e r-school student 
ought to read. Its last three 
pages are filled with tips on 
how to avoid being bilked. It 
advises: 
Checking to see how long 
the school has been in exist­ 
ence, whether its students 
have a c t u a l l y been em­ 
ployed by companies satis­ 
fied with their training and 
whether the school has a 
good reputation with em­ 
ployers. 
Asking if you can see the 
school’s facilities in advance 
of signing up, if you can 
speak 
with 
students cur­ 
rently enrolled, if the school 
is accredited, and if it is ap­ 
proved by any state or local 
body. 
R e a d i n g the enrollment 
agreement carefully, requir­ 
ing an explanation of tuition 
payments, 
refund 
policies 
and fees.

Hospital 'Withdrawal' 


Best for Heavy Drinkers 


By W AYNE G. BRANDSTADT, M.D. 


Q—Can a man who is a 
confirmed alcoholic s t o p 
drinking 
suddenly without 
any ill effects? Would exces­ 
sive drinking cause him to 
lose his appetite and lose 
weight? 
A—Because sudden with­ 
drawal of alcohol from a 
heavy drinker often causes 
the shakes and may cause 
delirium tremens, it should 
be done in a hospital. Exces­ 
sive drinking does cause loss 
of appetite and weight. 


Q—My doctor has been 
giving me Librium for a 
nervous condition caused by 
alcoholism. He s u d d e n l y 
changed to Sparine. What 
could be the reason for this? 
A—Such c h a n g e s are 
usually made to avoid un­ 
pleasant side effects or drug 
dependency. 


Q—Can disulfiram (Anta­ 
buse) be bought without a 
prescription? 
A—No. It should be taken 
only under medical super­ 
vision. 


Q—-Is a man who regularly 
drinks three to five pints of 
beer daily an alcoholic? 
A—Not necessarily, b u t 
he’s heading in that direc­ 
tion. 


Q—My sister has an acute 
myelitis and was paralyzed 
from her hips down. She is 
making a slow recoveiy. Is 
there any cure for this? Is it 
related in any way to multi­ 
ple sclerosis? 


A—Myelitis is an inflam­ 
mation of the spinal cord. 
Although there are several 
varieties of this disease, in­ 
cluding polio, there is no 
specific cure. The severity of 
the disease varies widely. 
Aside from the fact that mul­ 
tiple sclerosis and myelitis 
both involve the spinal cord, 
there is no connection be­ 
tween the two. 


Q—What are the symp­ 
toms of undulant fever? Is 
there a cure for it? 
A—The usual attack of un­ 
dulant fever or brucellosis 
starts with a slight rise in 
temperature, 
h e a d a c h e , 
weakness, insomnia, loss of 
appetite 
a n d 
generalized 
aching pains. Tetracycline 
and similar antibiotics will 
cure this disease. 


Q—What is Mandelamine 
given for? How long is it 
safe to take it? 
A—-Methenamine rnandel- 
ate (Mandelamine) is a pre­ 
scription drug given for in­ 
fections of the kidneys and 
bladder. It may be given as 
long as the infection exists 
but the dosage must be care­ 


fully controlled to prevent 
painful urination, nausea and 
skin rash. 


Q — How does a positive 
tuberculin skin test look? Is 
it serious? 
A—Within 24 to 72 hours 
after the tuberculin is intro­ 
duced into the skin an area 
of thickened reddened skin 
6mm or more in diameter is 
seen. This does not mean 
that you have active tuber­ 
culosis — only that at one 
time in your life you had the 
disease. It could have been 
either mild or severe but, in 
either case, you are more 
susceptible to the disease 
than a person whose test is 
negative. 


Q—How does one get tu­ 
berculosis? How can it be 
prevented? Can it be cured? 
A — The most usual way 
the disease is acquired is by 
inhaling the minute droplets 
exhaled in coughing, laugh­ 
ing or talking by a person 
with active tuberculosis or 
by kissing such a person. 
The chief means of preven­ 
tion is early recognition of 
persons with active tuber­ 
culosis and their treatment 
in a sanitarium. 
Although treatm ent must 
be p r o 1 o n g e d (18 to 24 
months), the disease can be 
cured with modern drugs. 
Relapses often occur, how­ 
ever, in persons who fail to 
get sufficient treatm ent or 
fail to report for periodic 
checkups after they appear 
to be cured. 


Q-—I have tuberculosis and 
am taking Pasalate and iso- 
niazid. Will they cure this 
disease? What are their side 
effects? 
A—These drugs will cure 
you if the treatm ent is car­ 
ried on long enough. Isoni- 
azid may cause dizziness, 
drowsiness, headache a n d 
nausea. Pasalate should not 
be taken by anyone with a 
kidney, liver or stomach ail­ 
ment. 


Q—What effect does alco­ 
hol have on a person who 
has tuberculosis? 
A — Since such a person 
needs all the strength and 
resistance he can build up 
to combat his dise ^ , he 
should avoid alcohol. Exces­ 
sive use of alcohol interferes 
with proper nutrition. Fur­ 
thermore, it is the cause of 
many tuberculous patients 
failing to take their disease 
seriously and failing to con­ 
tinue treatment until they 
are completely cured.

SAN FRANCISCO (UPI) 
—A number of scientists are 
qutting up a 
last 
ditch 
defense of DDT at a time 
when 
the 
insecticide 
is 
being banned in some states 
and 
its 
use 
severely 
curtailed in others. 
The "pro-DDT" scientists 
know they are bucking the 
tide but they claim that the 
compound should 
not 
be 
banned until a safe and 
effective 
alternative 
has 
been found 
They argue that DDT has 
never 
harmed 
a 
single 
human being in more than a 
quarter of a century of use 
around the world and that it 
has saved countless lives by 
controlling 
malaria 
and 
other insect-carried diseases. 


The chemical's quality of 
persistence 
is 
what 
is 
bringing on its doom Once 
it gets into the environment 
it apparently never leaves, 
turning up years later in 
streams, plants, fish and 
wilidlife. 
The Other Opinion 
But the pro-DDT group 
says there is evidence that 
other contaminants may be 
responsible for many of the 
environmental 
problems 
pinned on DDT Substances 
such 
as 
lead 
and 
the 
biphenyls —byproducts of 
oil. plastics, fuels and paper 
—may be the real culprits. 
Dr. Francis A. Gunther, 
an 
entomologist 
at 
the 
University of California at 
Riverside, said lead, such as 
is used in gasoline, may be 
the real cause of some 
environmental 
problems 
previously blamed on DDT, 
such as thin-shelled eggs of 
the California brown pelican 
and other wild birds. 
Another entomologist. Dr. 
J Gordon Edward, of San 
Jose State, told a recent 
state of Washington hearing 
on DDT that "the persons 
who are being paid to work 
for a ban on DDT have found 
it expedient to engage in 
wholesale distortions of the 
truth.** 
Edward, 
himself 
an 
ardent 
conservationist, 
said: 
"DDT 
is 
truly 
a 
remarkable 
compound. 
While not harming a single 
person 
in 
*26 
years 
of 
intensive and widespread 
use, it has saved millions of 
humans from death at the 
hands of horrible diseases 
transmitted by insects.** 
DDT 
has 
been 
used 
around 
the 
world 
as 
a 
control for malaria, typhus 
and dysentery, and its use in 
agriculture has increased 
the food supply of many 
underdeveloped countries. 
The 
World 
H ealth 
Organization, 
which 
has 
tested 1.300 insecticides to 


replace DDT in malarial 
campaigns without success, 
savs the "selective use of 
DDT 
is 
justified 
and 
warranted.'' 
Dr. 
Thomas H 
Jukes, 
professor 
of 
medical 
physics at the University of 
California 
at 
Berkeley, 
warned against a worldwide 
ban on DDT. or a U.S. ban 
on exporting the chemical, 
he told UPI the move to ban 
DDT is "emotional'' and 
unfactual. More than 530 
million people have been 
"exposed to DDT without a 
single 
case 
of 
sickness 
resulting. " he said, adding: 
"The effects on wildlife 
which have been attributed 
to DDT really need further 
testing because there are 
poisons in the environment 
such 
as 
polychlorinated 
biphenyls 
which 
produce 
similar effects. " 
On 
the other side, 
he 
pointed 
to 
the 
malarial 
country of Ceylon, where a 
DDT eradication program 
brought the number of cases 
of the disease down to 17 in 
1963. 
The campaign 
was 
stopped in 1964, and by the 
end of 1968k there were a 
million cases of Malaria in 
Ceylon. Jukes said. 
"So 
they 
are 
bringing 
back DDT house spray," he 
said, "But the campaign 
was slowed because they 
had to order DDT from an 
eastern European country. 
It wasn't delivered so they 
had to order again from the 
United States " 


Jukes, who is assistant 
director of the university’s 
space science laboratory, 
believes a replacement for 
DDT 
eventually 
will 
be 
found, but for the present it 
should 
be 
used 
for 
"selective purposes." 
He 
warned 
that 
intensive 
propaganda against it "w ill 
make 
people who 
really 
need it in tropical countries 
less willing to accept its use 
in protecting their health " 
He added: "The anti-DDT 
campaign is anti black and 
neocolonial as far as I'm 
concerned 
It's not caring 
about people in the less 
fortunate parts of the world 
—just making a great deal 
of fuss about things in the 
United States —about some 
of the fish and pelicans and 
so on and never considering 
the millions of black people 
who 
are 
suffering 
from 
tropical diseases." 
The doctor pointed to a 
picture on his office wall of 
an 
African 
blinded 
by 
onchoceriasis, 
a 
disease 
carried by the black fly. 
"In some villages all the 
adults are blind and are led 
around 
by 
children 
who 
themselves 
will 
become 
blind. 
Jukes said 
"It is 
carried by a river fly that is 
susceptible to DDT and it 
affects 299 million people. 
"So, I've taken a great 
many brickbats for standing 
up for DDT, but as long as 
I ve got that man s picture 
on the wall, I don't give a 
damn."

The following, the 
story of a murderer await­ 
ing execution, was allowed 
only on condition the man’s 
name and institution not be 
printed.)

NEW YORK—(NEA)—The 
convict 
shakes 
noticeably 
when he talks. And no won­ 
der. For the past four years 
he has been living in a 7x11 
tile cage, with a single re­ 
curring thought: “ I know it 
ain’t gonna happen. Really, 
I know it. But I can’t help 
wondering a n y w a y . How 
would it feel—I mean, you 
know. Jesus—does it hurt or 
what when all that goddam 
electricity is turned on?” 
He is 23 years old. Mexi- 
can-American. Born in Colo­ 
rado. 
The authorities say that 
when he was 18, working as 
a garbage man, he entered 
a well-to-do suburban resi­ 
dence, cornered a young girl 
in one of the rooms, then 
with full knowledge of his 
actions raped and killed her. 
He says he didn’t do it, but 
admits, “ Nobody in prison 
is ever guilty.” 


And so the convict is to­ 
day one of 424 condemned 
men 
and

United States. Segregated en­ 
tirely from society. Waiting 
virtually alone for whatever 
it is to happen. 
There are indications that 
in this case what will happen 
will not be execution. A kind 
of moratorium has been put 
on the death penalty. There 
has been no legal execution 
in the U.S. since 1967, and it 
is possible that there will

Fourteen states have al­ 
ready substantially banned 
the death penalty, the Su­

Each day it’s the same. 
It begins at 5:30, In a cell 
whose only furnishings are 
sink,

pictures on the table, framed 
with the convict’s only crea­ 
tion, some intricately woven 
paper. 
Here he eats two 
meals a day, does physical 
exercise, reads cheap paper­ 
back books and writes tor­ 
tured 
letters 
to relatives. 
Now and then he is released 
from the cell—for half-hour 
yard periods, for bathing or 
for cell-block chores—but the 
escapes are brief. 
The days are abnormally 
long for the convict. Lights 
go out at 10 p.m., but he 
can ’t sleep until 2 or 3 in 
the morning. So, in the hours 
of darkness, he presses his 
head against his bars and he 
shouts to other, unseen in­ 
mates. It’s called cell rap­ 
ping. 
Nobody knows each 
other. It’s difficult in fact 
even to hear each other.

Beef Prices Reflect 
Inflation Pressures

We are definitely a beef- 
eating nation. For that rea­ 
son. the price of steak, ham­ 
burger and roasts 
in the 
coming months might well 
be taken as a key to infla­ 
tionary trends. 


‘‘For the rest of 1970 beef 
output is expected to show 
only a slight gain. The gain 
over the first quarter of the 
year was about 3 to 4 per 
cent. From now on it is ex­ 
pected to increase at a slow­ 
er rate,” says Dawson Ahalt, 
economist with the U.S. Eco­ 
nomic Research Service. 


“As the gain in beef pro­ 
duction will be very little 
and as consumer demand is 
expected to continue strong, 
I wouldn’t expect any major 
change in beef prices during 
the remainder of this year,” 
he adds. 


He com m ents further: “ If 
inflationary pressures ease, 
as a number of econom ists 
predict, and supplies of m eat 
expand, especially of pork, 
(as 
well 
as 
broiler-fryer 
chickens) t h e n producers’ 
prices for livestock are ex­ 
pected to drop below those 
earlier this year. This could 
mean a variance, but in a 
very narrow range, in retail 
food store prices. This fore­ 
cast assum es, it must be re­ 
membered. that the spread 
between 
retail 
and 
farm 
prices, which had widened 
sharply earlier, will level 
off. They m ay even narrow 
in the com ing m onths.” 


But this is only an eco­ 
nomic presumption. Prices 
generally continue to go up 
though at a less-accelerated 
rate than previously. And 
beef is alm ost a passion with 
Americans. Under continu­ 
ing 
inflationary 
pressures, 
consumers are cutting ex­ 
penses. On things other than 
food, but especially not on 
beef. In fact, we seem to be 
eating better today as a na­ 
tion than at any time in the 
last 15 years. 
Actually, 
m a n y 
people 
have more expendable cash. 
There have been major wage 
increases. 
T h e 
remaining 
surcharge of 5 per cent on 
income tax is off. Also, the 
recent addition of 10 per cent 
to Social Security paym ents 
has boosted many incom es.

This all adds up to about 7 
per cent increases. 
On the other side of the 
ledger, 
our 
unemployment 
figures continue to rise, busi­ 
ness 
is 
temporarily 
mod- 
e r a t i n g 
expenditures 
on 
plants and equipment and 
money continues very tight 


“ Prices 
for 
food 
eaten 
away from home are ex­ 
pected 
to continue 
to 
in­ 
crease during the rest of the 
year. They probably will go 
over 8 per cent. Retail food 
prices also will coninue to go 
higher than last year. n , t 
these increases will be at 
somewhat slower rate thr 
they have been earlier this 
year,” according to Ahalt. 
“Many people m ay be forced 
to cut down on food spend­ 
ing. too. They m ay have to 
turn to pork products and 
chicken 
because 
of 
their 
lower prices,” Ahalt says. 
But beef — s t e a k s , ham ­ 
burger, 
roasts — continues 
the No. 1 choice of Am eri­ 
cans. A porterhouse steak 
averages $1.60 a pound. To 
gauge the rate of inflation 
compare the price per pound 
today with what you must 
pay in the future, th is gives 
a good general index to the 
increase or modification of 
the inflationary pressures.

Greater emphasis is put 
upon nutrition, in the United 
States and in e m e r g i n g 
nations, than ever before. 
Actually nutrition represents 
a tasty way to approach 
daily eating and shouldn’t 
put off youngsters as being 
forced to eat “your spinach 
and peas because they’re 
good for you” admonitions 
once did. 
Nutrition is “ the sum of 
the processes by which an 
animal (man) or plant takes 
in and 
utilizes 
food 
sub­ 
stances.” 
Today’s 
concern 
among 
health/nutrition 
experts 
is 
that too many are taking in a 
lot of “empty calorie” foods 
and not enough “ sum and 
substance.” 
Being 
overly 
diet-conscious without find­ 
ing out what you can eat 
that is enjoyable, nutritious 
and less fattening is a basic 
problem. 
For example, many cut 
p o t a t o e s from the diet 
although the plentiful tuber 
is chock-full of things like 
vitamin C and when baked 
adds fewer than 90 calories 
to a meal (minus globs of 
butter). 
Serve tresh potato pan­ 
cakes with ham or sausages 
and a canned or fresh grape­ 
fruit compote for a well- 
balanced family meal, one 
that 
men 
especially 
will 
enjoy.

Gutters 
and 
downspouts 
need 
frequent 
touching-up 
with paint, more often than 
the house does. They also re­ 
quire regular inspection and 
cleaning. 


Even if you do not intend 
to paint this fall you may 
find that the gutters could 
stand a touch-up. And if you 
do plan to paint, getting the 
gutters out of the way now 
will make the large job go 
faster later on. 


Take along a wire brush 
to get rid of debris when you 
climb the ladder to begin 
your inspection. Use a screw 
driver to probe rust spots 
for soundness. 


Aside 
from 
leaves, 
you 
will find gutters cluttered 
with soot and grit washed 
down from the roof. Don’t be 
surprised at a bird’s nest as 
well. 
With the debris out of the 
way you will be able to see 
the metal underneath. If it 
is sound some fresh paint is 
all you need. 


If the metal is rusted, 
clean and sand it before 
painting. Use a wire brush 
for the big dirt, emery cloth 
for the final cleanup. 


Before painting give the 
sanded area a prime coat. 
Some people swear by old- 
fashioned red lead. The new­ 
er rust preventative paints 
have the advantage of being 
able to be used over a thin 
coat of rust so long as the 
metal is sound. 


No matter what kind of 
primer you use, get rid of 
all large flakes of rust and 
all dirt.

after the metal has been 
primed. 
Larger openings should be 
patched. 
M a t e r i a l s for 
patches are many and can 
be found around the home— 
roof felt, deck canvas, heavy 
aluminum foil, glass fiber 
cloth are examples. 
First 
spread 
a coat of 
asbestos cement over the 
cleaned and primed area. 
Place the patching material 
over that. Spread more roof­ 
ing cement over the patch, 
making certain you cover all 
the edges. 
If the rusted-out portion of 
the gutter makes a good size 
hole, use metal for the patch. 
Find the same material as 
the gutter is made of. Dis­ 
similar metals, although rust 
proof, will corrode. A chem­ 
ical reaction occurs when 
the metals are placed to­ 
gether in the presence of 
water. 
Corrosion also can occur 
from using the wrong nails. 
Galvanized nails in alum­ 
inum gutters, for example, 
will eventually lead to cor­ 
rosion. 
Even if you are sure your 
gutters are sound, give them 
a periodic cleaning anyway. 
Water will build up wherever 
there is debris. Eventually it 
spills over, staining walls 
and 
ruining f o u n d a t i o n 
plantings.

“ Equality of rights under the law shall not be denied or 
abridged by the United States or by any state on account 
of sex.” 
Such is the tersely worded but sweeping text of the 
equal sexual rights amendment passed by the House of 
Representatives after 47 years of male-chauvinist 
dillydallying. 
While the amendment has yet to be seconded by the 
Senate < though easy passage is expected there) and by 
the legislatures of 38 states before it becomes the law of 
the land as the 26th Amendment to the Constitution, legal 
experts are already 
worried about the possible 
ramifications of the act. 
“ It will open a Pandora's box of legal complications,” 
warns eminent Harvard law professor Paul Freund. 
“ The amendment expresses noble sentiments, but Pm 
afraid it will work much mischief in actual application.” 
What kind of mischief ? 
Every provision in the law which has a sexual basis, 
every statute dealing with the manifold relations of men 
and women in society, would be transformed into a 
constitutional issue that would ultimately have to be 
resolved by the Supreme Court, says Freund. 
Such laws include those designed to protect women 
from heavy or hazardous work and limiting their 
working hours; an immense and varied body of laws 
governing divorce, child support and inheritance; laws 
setting the age of consent, w'hich is lower for women 
than for men in 30 states. 
Using this one example, the Wall Street Journal asks: 
To make things equal, should these states lower the age 
for men or raise it for women? 
Others, with tongues not entirely in cheek, suggest that 
under the amendment, expectant fathers could demand

maternity leave, women would be liable for the draft and 
divorcees' incomes would be subject to alimony 
deductions to support ex-husbands. 
The more militant women liberationists. like those 
who recently sexually integrated a for-men-only bar in 
New V ork, will say that s fine. In tact, they are eager to 
assume such liabilities and responsibilities. The sillier 
objections they dismiss as typical male persiflage. 
Not all women are liberationists, however, and not all 
of them feel oppressed because there are such things as 
mennlv clubs and bars. < It can also be guessed that 
even the most ardent female equalitarian would not 
graciously welcome the male who demanded the right to 
take a shower in the ladies' locker room of the YWCA. > 
Which is to say that there are certain fundamental, 
inescapable differences between men and women and 
that to label them all as “ inequalities” and to attempt to 
legislate them away is like passing a lawT giving women 
resonant voices, thus making them equally eligible for 
jobs as radio announcers. 
Rep. Leonor K. Sullivan, D-Mo., one of 10 female 
members of the House, deliberately abstained from 
voting on the amendment because she fears it will strip 
women of too many protections she considers necessary 
and valuable. 
It remains to be seen whether she represents a “ silent 
feminine majority 
which will rise up and make itself 
heard when the issue comes before the several state 
legislatures. 
As Freund says, the amendment expresses noble 
sentiments. Its basic justice cannot be denied. 
But neither can its mischief-making potential be 
blinked away. 
We could be in for an interesting time.

Yosemite 
National 
Park—The 
great 
Granite 
mountains 
stark 
against the sky, the waterfalls, the 
Ponderosa pine, the incense cedars - 
these are here as they were when 
only roving Indian tribes broke the 
stillness. Something new has been 
added and that is the influx of 
millions of visitors creating traffic 
jams and generating their own 
smog. The estimate is for 2,300,000 
tourists in 1970 - 90 per cent of them 
in the three summer months. 
This is the dilemma not only of the 
national parks, where bumper-to- 
bumper traffic was not part of the 
dream of 
the creative conser­ 
vationists who brought the parks 
into being, but of the cities and the 
nation The tyranny of the motorcar 
is the tiger that 
rides us all. 
Here at Yosemite 
something has been 
done about 
it, a 
start at striking a 
zz 
balance 
between 
the 
conserva- 
^ 
tionists dream and 
m 
the demands of mil­ 
lions of visitors 
who want to see the untrammeled 
beauties of nature from the scared 
privacy of the individual motorcar. 
Ranger Superintendent Lawrence C. 
Hadley ruled cars out of a circular 
route in the Yosemite Valley area 
where 
traffic 
had 
been 
most 
congested. National Parks Director 
George P. Hartzog Jr. came out 
from Washington to put his stamp of 
approval on a step hopefully a 
precedent for other parks where 
traffic like that in crowded city 
streets makes a mockery of the 
great open spaces. 
Tour buses traverse the valley 
floor so the visitor has a leisurely 
look at towering scenery as a guide 
holds forth on the geology and the 
history of the park Shuttle buses 
are available to go from point to 
point on a 24-hour basis. On the 
valley floor and on other routes shut 
off from cars, cycling and horse­ 
back riding restore something of the 
calm of the past. 
This season for the first time the 
visitor is charged a fee for a camp 
site. Since the park service must 
constantly scramble for budgetary 
needs just to keep going, as new 
demands for federal funds come 
from a hundred and one sources, 
this is high-time deportment. 
Yosemite provides sites for 5,000 
campers. Many cars have camp 
trailers 
that 
are 
miracles 
of 
ingenuity. You take off the top, 
press a few buttons and something 
pops out that looks like a cross 
between a Coney Island pavilion and 
an Atlantic City boardwalk hotel. 
While this is a slight exaggeration, 
Lewis and Clark would gape in 
amazement 
at 
the 
present-day 
inheritors of the camping tradition. 
Another 
new, 
unheralded and 
unwanted phenomenon came to light 
this season in Yosemite. Over the 
July 4th weekend an estimated 700 
hippies took over the meadow near 
one of the principal camp sites. 
They started tires where fires were 
forbidden, smoked pot. drank wine, 
pounded bongo drums. When the 
rangers tried to enforce the rules 
they were met with a storm of rocks 
and broken bottles. 
Since they are primarily guides 
and 
nature 
specialists 
whose 


difficult job is to try to preserve the 
park's natural beauty rather than 
law-enforcement officers, they had 
to 
call 
in 
107 
police 
from 
jurisidictions adjoining the park to 
quell what threatened to become a 
riot. There were many arrests for 
drug 
abuse 
and 
tor assaulting 
federal officers. 
The 
Berkeley 
Tribe, 
an 
underground 
newspaper, 
is 
promoting a Yosemite liberation 
movement, calling for 10,000 hippie- 
yippies for the Labor Day weekend 
to overwhelm the "tree fuzz," or the 
“ ranger pigs." their designation for 
the park officers. With advance 
planning, such a threat, the rangers 
believe, can be contained if it 
materializes on the last big weekend 
of the season. 
But it will not be as simple as in 
Disneviand where 200 hippies tried 
to take over Disneyland is a private 
enterprise 
and 
an 
enormously 
profitable one. Guards at the en- 
entrance 
gates 
can 
keep 
out 
individuals who look as though they 
were bent on promoting rebellion. 
Yosemite, like all the national 
parks, is a public institution open to 


everyone. Self-policing, regard for 
what 
is a public trust — not 
overloading and abusing the camp 
sites, elementary sanitation and 
avoidance of litter — is essential if 
the parks are to keep the heritage of 
a splendid past so rapidly vanishing 
in a welter of urban sprawl and the 
concrete jungle of f reeways. 


Far more than the upsurge of the 
hippies which may be a brief 
passing 
phenomenon, 
is 
the 
insidious 
and 
ever-increasing 
multiplication of the motorcar as it 
rules all aspects of life Yosemite 
may be a precedent for more than 
just the park system. It is becoming 
increasingly evident that halting 
pollution cannot wait on an ideal 
solution, poison-free exhausts or a 
substitute 
for 
the 
internal 
eombusion engine. Long before that 
distant ideal, drastic steps must be 
taken to put limits on the motorcar. 
That was done in Tokyo the other 
day when air pollution caused a dire 
emergency. An emergency is hardly 
the circumstance for a sane answer.

Mideast envoys 
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W ASHINGTON (NEA) 
In a series of talks with men in 
and out of government experienced 
in the Middle East, it has become 
clear to this reporter that one of our 
major problems in that area is that 
too often we have picked the wrong 
man for our negotiations 
Today, for exam­ 
ple, one of the top 
men 
responsible 
officially for deal­ 
ing with the Arabs 
and the Israelis is 
an official who has 
/ 
been described both 
in and out of this 
^ 
government 
as 
follows: 
He goes into discussions with his 
mind made up in advance; at least 
he gives that appearance. He is 
abrupt. He is impatient He wants to 
tell people what to do. 
He is 
reluctant to listen. It he thinks he 
already knows what you are going to 
tell him, he turns you oft and wants 
to know what you have to say that is 
new. 


Now. as one observer points out, 
this style may work in your own 
office with the men and women 
working for you. But it doesn’t set 
well 
with 
representatives 
of 
sovereign nations, however small 
the country. 


in the Middle East, as elsewhere 
around the world, we are dealing 
with proud, sensitive, sometimes 
highly emotional people. Too often 
our officials treat them as one would 
treat 
inferiors 
or 
business 
antagonists 


lake President Nasser, says one 
man who has known the Egyptian 
<UARi head of state for years. He 
likes 
personal 
messages 
and 
contacts with men representing 
personally tfie heads of foreign 
states. This type ol relationship 
means something quite important to 


him. Heads of government who have 
worked with Nasser in this fashion 
have made headway. Those who 
depend on their foreign office and 
official ambassadors fiave come 
away baffled. 


In 
dealing 
with 
explosive 
emotional international or nation-to- 
nation problems, the United States 
in the past has too-often acted as 
though the problems were purely 
technical matters to be solved with 
scientific precision. In fact, tfie 
technical part of the problem may 
be the easiest to solve and the least 
important. Actually, what is usually 
needed is a time for building 
personal 
trust, 
which 
involves 
recognizing 
the 
other 
mans 
personal 
worth 
and 
personal 
importance. 
Once the personal relationships 
are developed and the men who 
represent the nations understand 
each other, then, with some nations 
at 
least, 
solving 
the technical 
problems may be much easier 


This 
reporter 
has 
seen 
U.S. 
officials tail at this in the Far East 
over a period of many years. A lack 
of empathy on the part of one man 
or another has shattered a number 
of 
potentially 
happy 
working 
arrangements or alliances. 
A warning, however, must be 
inserted 
here. 
In dealing 
with 
Communist 
nations, 
headed 
by 
doctrinaire party men, personal 
relationships usually have no effect. 
But neither Israel nor the leading 
Arab 
countries 
aie Communist 
lands. And their leaders are quite 
human and very much aware of 
man-to-man relationships. 


Ihis is why it is so important to 
have a warm man very close to 
President 
Nixon 
explore 
with 
resident 
Nasser
